KIRK COMMENDS 


TURN AGAINST 
FEAR MERCHANTS 
OF RIGHT, LEFT 


Columbia U. Head in 
Talk at Convocation 
Here Assails Pressure 
for Conformity 
Mass Opinions.

The American people have be- 
gun to reassert their common 
sense and are refusing to accept 
the hate propaganda of “mer- 


chants of fear” on both the right 
and left, Graysofi Kirk, president 
of Columbia University, New 
York, declared here last night. 

Addressing an assembly of the 
Washington University Second 
Century Convocation in the uni- 
versity Field House, Kirk said 
he hoped the United States 
would emerge from the “hys- 
teria” of recent years determin- 
ed “not to believe that all un- 
orthodoxies in social, economic 
and political affairs” are neces- 
sarily Communist-inspired. 

He said it is time “for the 
American people to cry both to 
the fana of the right and the 
left, ‘A plague on both your 
houses.’ ” 

Discussing “the general atti- 
tude of society toward the 
Status of the individual” in the 
United States, Kirk told the as- 
sembly: 

“During the past few years, 
we have had in this country an 
unprecedented pressure for or- 
thodoxy of opinion and con- 
formity to certain mass opin- 
ions. The -blanket stigma of 
“subyersive’ or ‘un-American’ 
has been cast over a great mis- 
cellany of persons and ideas. 

“Self-appointed guardians 
have presumed to dictate. to 
others what they must and must 
not believe if they were to be 
faithful to their American her- 
itage.” 

Influence of ‘Martyrs.’ 

Kirk indicated he believed 
the influence of “professional 
martyrs” on the one hand and 
ambitious Red hunters on the 
other, is waning. 

“Common sense, in Congress 
and elsewhere, has begun to re- 
assert itself, and today, fortu- 
nately, the merchants of. fear 
find fewer people to buy their 
wares,” he declared. 

“Let. us hope tHat we may 
emerge from this experience 
with a determination to deal 


nomi¢ and political affairs nec- 
essarily march under the ban- 
ner of hammer and sickle. 

“One may méeddie—and prof- 
ftably—with the mechanics of 
social organization without being 
a saboteur who is trying to blow 
up its foundations.” 

Kirk said “panic and fear” of 
recent years have resulted from 
the threat of Communism at 
home and abroad. The threat, 
he said, is serious and “‘must be 
dealt with with resolution and 
far-sightedness.” 

But too many people, “con- 
fronted with a new menace of 
this kind,” react negatively, 
with “panic and fear, rather 
than with calmness, understand- 
ing and determination,” he ad- 
ded. 

Solving of Problem at Home. 

“They have failed to under- 
stand that the Cammunist prob- 
lem at home can and must be 
solved without a wholesale, even 
temporary, abandohment of those 
values of cultural freedom 
which are the true measure of 
our greatness.” 

At the same time Kirk said, 
he did not subscribe “to the 
equally great hysteria of the 
professional martyrs, many of 
them in academic life — these 
people who would have us be- 
lieve that we are living under 
an intellectual reign of terror 
and that the tumbrils are rolling 
toward the homes of all dissi- 
dent thinkers.”

Froducuon at Ralston Purina 
Co.'s St. Louis plant was halted 
today by a strike of research lab- 
oratory employes who are mem- 
j bers of the AFL American Fed- 
‘ eration of Technical Engineers. 


The strike had little effect on 
the 800 workers in the company's 
general office at Eighth street 
and Chouteau avenue, but ap- 
proximately 350 union employes 
in the plant refused to oss 
picket lines set by the ers. 

The dispute principally is ever 
demand by the research em- 
‘ployes for a union shop. and for 
Wage increases avéraging. 10 
cents an hour. The company has 
offered dm increase of 6 cents, 
‘across-the-board. but has ilaily 
refused to include a union-shop 
provision in the requested con- 
tract. 

In an election last Octeber 
supervised by the National, La- 
bor Relations Board, the re- 
search employes voted, 17 to 14, 
to be represented by the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Technical. En- 
gineers as bargaining agent..,Ne- 
gotiations for a contract were 
begun in December and broke 
off Friday. . ’ 

F. Wendell Huntington, vice 
president in charge of persennel 
‘for the company, said the vote 
on union representation was too 
divided to justify inclusion of a 
union shop provision.

OUD TALK at tine about a Formosa cease-fire really exceeds 
13 reasonable public drivel allowance by many decibels. 

Judging by the echoes here, both sides of the debate have 
achieved an almost total disregard of the on-the-spot facts. 


Presumably what they are ar- 
guing about is a guaranteed 
cease-fire down the middle of 
the Formosa strait. The Chi- 
nese Nationalists would give up 
their remaining offshore is- 
lands. The Chinese Commu- 
nists would give up their ae 
tion to conquer Formosa 
the Pescadores, This conienines 
ment would be guaranteed by 
other powers, with the United 
States and the Soviet Union in 
the lead. 

Those like Senator Knowland, 
who turn purple and bellow 
“appeasement” at the mere men- 
tion of such an arrangement, 
have forgotten the real facts of 
the Chinese ones oer: situa- 
tion. 


Use of Offshore Islands. 

The offshore islands are im- 
portant to the Chiang Kai-shek 
Government onty if one of two 
things is going to happen: If 
there is go to be an immedi- 
ate battle for Formosa; or-if an 
invasion of the mainland is go- 
ing to be attempted. The ob- 
ject of the ce fire proposal 
is to avert a battle for Formosa, 
and the talk about invading the 
mainland is dishonest, ‘or moon- 
struck, or both. 

In the first place, as Know- 
land must know, Chiang has 
‘now been carefully re-leashed. 
The secret protocol of the For- 
mosa treaty absolutely forbids 
any Chinese Nationalist attack 
on the mainland without Amer- 
ican consent. American con- 
sent will ceftainly not be 
granted unless there is a gen- 
eral war. 

In the second place, the Na- 
tfonalists would not be able to 
attack the mainland without the 
most massive outside help, even 
if Chiang were unleashed again. 
In fact, despite the ,jnflow of 
American arms, the Chinese Na- 
tionists are steadily growing

Next Monday at 9 p.m. is the deadline for can- 
didates filing for party nomination for alderman 
in St. Louls’s 14 even-numbered wards. This 
means there is stil time for citizens of both par- 
ties to persuade neighborhood leaders with a 
broad community view to seek nomination in 
the March 11 municipal primaries. 

This is tremendously important. If first-class 
candidates run and are nominated by each party 
on primary day, first-class aldermen are sure to 
be chosen in the April 5 municipal election. This 
is the only way the tone of the Board of Alder- 
men can be elevated and its outlook expanded. 

Improving the quality of the board is the es- 
sential preliminary to ending the abuse of “al- 
dermanic courtesy,” a dangerous device that 
permits one alderman at the pleasure of his col- 
leagues to block city-wide legislation. This is en- 
tirely too much power for any one individual to 
wield, especially when it is grounded in favor 
and personal privilege and not in law. 

The device of aldermanic courtesy sets up a 
situation in which bribery and shakedowns easily 
could flourish to the detriment of every person 
in the city. Two Democratic aldermen currently 
are awaiting trial on bribery charges, which 
they have denied. 

The Board of Aldermen is a powerful body. As 
Mayor Tucker has pointed out, the actions of the 
aldermen can affect not only the pocketbooks of 
St. Louisans but their property, their jobs and 
their future. The people must have as their rep- 
resentatives on the board men or women -who 
will act in the interests of the community as a 
whole. Now is the time to work toward that end. 


The leaders of both political parties could help 
by influencing outstanding persons to offer 
themselves for office. While it is true that few 
civic leaders have occupied seats in the Board 
of Aldermen in the recent past, this has not 
always been s0. 

Democrats such as Whitelaw Terry, Edward 
F. Judge and Walter Toberman, and Republicans 
like Aloys P. Kaufmann and Claude I. Bakewell 
have served with distinction as aldermen. 

The next few days offer both parties a very 
real opportunity to persuade persons of that cali- 
ber to file. The Republican organization especial- 
ly ought to make a serious effort to encourage 
outstanding St. Louisans to make themselves 
available. 

If the St. Louis G.O.P. expects to make a come- 
back in April it will need more than the party 
label to carry it home. It will need nominees 
who command respect. 
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Rayburn Saves the Trade Act 

To be fully effective, the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act should be relieved of the crip- 
pling clauses which protectionists have suc- 
ceeded in adding over the years. Yet the House 
on Friday barely defeated a move tb add yet 
another crippling clause to the law. 

The new crippler, which would have narrowed 
the President’s freedom to overrule proposals 
of the Tariff Commission, lost by just seven 
votes. Republicans voted over@helmingly for it 
—119 to 66. Democrats, responding to a per- 
sonal appeal by Speaker Rayburn, voted strongly 
against it-—140 to 80. 

So President Eisenhower saw illustrated with- 
in 24 hours his earlier statement to the G.O.P. 
National Committee that the Republicans “can't 
have better allies” than the Democrats. On this 
occasion, had there been no alliance undoubtedly 
there would have. heen no House passage of 
tariff legislation in substantially the form re- 
quested by the President. 

The measure now goes to the Senate, where 
we hope a concerted effort will be made to re- 
move the crippling clauses already in the law. 

The House in its present mood may not con- 
sent. But the Senate should write the kind of 


law it regards as best, and then settle any differ- 


ences in conference. If nothing else, a heavy 
vote for li tion of the present law would 
put the Senate in a strong tactical position to 
resist further House efforts to add new cripplers. 
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Double-Deal in Dixon: Yates 
The fact that the Administration negotiated 
the Dixon-Yates power contract in thick secrecy, 


and not at. arm's length, was already known. It. 


remained for Senator Hill’s disclosures last week 


to show the Government's gullibility and the ex: 


tremes to which secrecy wag carried right up to 
the moment when the Alabaman dug in. 

Mr. Hill reports that a vice president of a 
Boston company which was arranging financjng 
for the Dixon-Yates contract was at the same 
time employed by the Bureau of the Budget as a 
consultant to advise it on the contract. The ver- 
satile gentleman in question is identified as 
Adolph H. Wenzell of the First Boston Corp., 
which had been consulted on sale of $114,000,000 
in bonds to finance the proposed Dixon-Yates 
plant at West ‘Memphis, Ark. 

Mr. Wenzell was thus serving in two mutually 
exclusive capacities. As a private financier it was 
his duty to press the interests of the First Boston 
Corp. and to argue dewn any objections which 
he might entertain in his capacity as an adviser 
to the Budget Bureau. As a consultant to the fis- 
cal arm of the office of the President of the 
United States, it was his duty to listen with a 
skeptical ear to the views he was presenting in 
his role as a private financier. It all sounds like 
something out of Gilbert and Sullivan, and is in 
fact much more successful as nonsense than as 
public administration. 

Senator Hill points out, furthermore, that Mr. 
Wenzell the Budget consultant had access to 
confidential information from the Government's 
side of the bargaining table—if bargaining table 
it can be called. Some of this information might 
have been handy for Mr. Wenzell the vice presi- 
dent of the First Boston Corp. to have on tap in 
representing his company’s interests. Senator 
Hill does not know, but he would like te find out. 

Senator Hill observes that the chronology of 
the Dixon-Yates deal issued by the Budget Bu- 
reau last August, which was represented as con- 
taining all the pertinent facts, contained no ref- 
erence to Mr. Wenzel] or to the First Boston 
Corp. More recently, when he asked Budget Di- 
rector Hughes about Mr. Wenzell’s employment 
as a consultant, Mr. Hughes mentioned the Bos- 
tonian’s work on the TVA program but not his 
participation in the Dixon-Yates contract, Sena- 
tor Hill says. Senator Hill says there is “definite 
indication that these facts have been deliberately 
concealed from the Congress and the American 

-” 


This is a serious charge. It is all the more seri- 
ous because these negotiations from the begin- 
ning, and continuously since then, have been 
distinguished by a remarkable lack of candor. 

Senator Hill thinks it “imperative” that the 
Senate-House Joint Committee on Atomic Ener- 
gy thoroughly investigate the disclosures he, has 
made and any further disclosures to which they 
may lead.

While liberty lies there it needs 
no constitution, no law, no court to save it.

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The Tax Game Begins 

The odd-year-even-year game on federal in- 
come taxes has begun. This being an odd-num- 
bered year in which no election's held, it would 
be naive te expect either party in Congress to 
sponsor a tax cut effective at this time. A vital 
part of the game, however, is the contest to be 
the first in sponsorship of a tax cut effective in 
the even-numbered election year. 

So House Democrats have launched a cam- 
paign for legislation at this session providing a 
$20-per-head tax cut for the voters as of next 
Jan, 1, This puts the Democrats in a splendid 
tactical position. President Eisenhower in his 
budget message held out hope of a Republican- 
sponsored tax cut next year, and no doubt the 
G.O.P, has had this matter very much in mind. 
But the Democrats have got there fustest, if not 
with the mostest, and it will be difficult to dis 
lodge them from their: favorable position. 

If anybody pauses in this jockeying to ask 
whether a $20-per-head tax cut will be econom- 
ically and fiscally desirable next Jan. 1, the an- 
swer surely is that nobody can know at this 
moment whether it will be or not. If business 
conditions next fall and winter suggest the need 
for stimulated consumption, a tax cut would be 
definitely desirable. But to project it now, be- 
fore the facts are known, is to play the poli- 
ticians’ odd-year-even-year tax game with gay 
abandon. 
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From ‘Comics’ to Censorship 

How a real nuisance can lead to utterly unde- 
sirable legislation was shown when the St. Louis 
aldermen by a vote of 23 to 1 adopted an ordi- 
nance fundamentally directed against criminal 
and obscene “comics.” The ordinance, which 
sets up a five-member board of review, unfor- 
tunately did not stop with “comics.” 

It is also directed against publications which 
“ridicule” persons because of race, color or 
ereed, or which @@vocate un-American or sub- 
versive activities. This is political censorship. It 
exceeds the authority of the aldermen. The or- 
dinance is so broad that the United States Su- 
preme Court surely would declare it unconsti- 
tutional. At least 20 similar statutes already 
have been thrown out. 

Obviously objectionable “comics” and porno- 
graphie magazines were in the minds of the 
hoard members to produce an all but unanimous 
vote. All responsible citizens are against com- 
mercial exploitation of filth. But the aldermen 
took off from this point inte the wide blue

Stronger municipal 
legislation in this field may be justifiable. But 
if so, it should be adopted only after extensive 
public debate and only for the specific purpose 
of regulating “comics.” »

If no record is in their files on a car 
police are inquiring about, they trace 
the car from the manufacturer to the 
agency to which it was originally deliv- 
ered.

It often happens that officers call for 
a theft check on a suspicious car, only 
to be informed there is no record of 
theft. Later it develops that the car 
was stolen, but the owner, unaware of 
the theft, had not yet reported the loss.

It is of interest to 
Americans because 
it was based on the 
sanie constitutional 
principle as the 
American Revolu- 
tion, namely, the 
denial of sue 
premacy of Parlia- 
ment. The Irish af- 
firmed their loyal- 
ty to the Crown, 
but challenged the 
legislative authori- 
ty of Parliament 
outside of England 
tself. 

It is generally as 
sumed that the transfer of sovereignty 
from Crown to Parliament during the 
Puritan Revolution of the seventeenth 
century is the beginning of freedom, 
democracy and toleration for the Eng- 
lish-spe peoples, The Irish thought 
otherwise. To them the supremacy of* 
the Puritan Long Parliament would 
mean the extinction of their civil and 
religious liberties. Their worst fears 
were soon to be confirmed. In 1642 
Parliament passed the Act of Adven- 
turers confiscating two and a half 
million acres of Irish land for the 
benefit of Puritan épeculators who were 
to raise a million pounds for the sup- 

ession of rebellion in Ireland. In 

649 Cromwell himself told the Irish 

after their surrender at Ross: 


For that which you mention 
about liberty of conscience, I 
meddle not with any man’s con- 
science, but by liberty of 
conscience you mean liberty to 

» exercise the mass, I judge it best 
to use plain dealing, and let you 
know, where the Parliament of 

England hath power, that will not 

allowed of. 

By 1655, after a few more years of 
parliamentary rule, 6400 Irish had been 
shipped as slaves to the West Indies. 

In Soaring the right of Parliament 
to legislate for them, the Irish antici- 
pated by more than a century the 
American constitutional argument of 
1776. They anticipated by almost three 
centuries the constitutional settlement 
embodied in the Statute of Westminster 
in 1929 which proclaimed that the do- 
minions were equal under the Crown 
and independent of the imperial parlia- 
ment at Westminster. 


In this book Father Coonan, Assocl- 
ate Professor of History at St. Louis 
University, gives a comprehensive ac- 
count of the Irish Catholic Confederacy 
in its religious, economic and constitu- 
tional setting. The general reader, how- 
ever, must be red, not for a 
popularteetiee or ation of history, 

for an erudite presentation of his- 
torical scholarship, fully documented 
and detailed. The Irish reader must be 
prepared for some painful reminders 
of those two distressingly familiar ele- 
ments in Irish history, dissension and 
betrayal. 


From a literary point ef view, the 
book is a powerful and moving narra- 
tive. Complex historical issues are 
treated with clarity and dispatch and 
often with a sense of drama and there 
are vivid character portraits of the 
principal protagonists.

Form Third 
Of the Squad 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21 (AP) — 
Four world record holders, Miler 
Wes Santee and a solid core of 
tested Olympians will lead the 
United States’ powerful, 33-man 
track and field team in the sec- 
ond Pan-American Games in 
Mexico City next month. 

“It’s an outstanding squad,” 
said Jim Kelly, chairman of the 
committee of 18 which selected 
the touring athletes yesterday. 

Coach of the team in the first 
games at Buenos Aires in 1921, 
Kelly, of the U. of Minnesota, 
said this is a far better squad 
than the one that captured 12 
individual competitions and two 
relays ‘of the 22 events four 
years ago. 

“We had three or four fellows 
who weren't in the best shape 
the last time,” said Kelly. “This 
time we picked them on the 
basis of performance and the 
best information we could 
gather. 

“This is an idea of what we'll 
have in 1956 Olympic Games in 
Melbourne,” he added.

As Much as Running U.S. in 1931 


Hoover Commission Recommends Program 
to Save $250,000,000 a Year—GSA Would 
Be Given Supervising Responsibility. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (UP) 


«The Hoover Commission re- 


iment paperwork, reduce the vol- 
ume, eliminate non-essential 


rts that it costs as much for copies, and standardize proced- 


eral paperwork today as it 
did to run the entire Govern- 
ment only 24 years ago. 

The Commission on Govern- 
ment Reorganization said it costs 
the average American family of 
four more than $100 a year in 
taxes just to pay for such paper- 
work. Such costs are unneces- 
sary, it said. 

The commission is headed by 
former President Herbert Hoov- 
er. It submitted to Congress a 
program designed to cut down 
on the number of letters and di- 
rectives written and filed by 
Government officials. 

The commission suggested a 
lot of paperwork would be elimi- 
nated if many Government em- 

loyes would write clearly, brief- 
ty and to the point. 

Costs $4,000,000,000 a Year. 

The Government creates 25 
billion pieces of paper each year, 
not counting pamphlets and 
periodicals, it said. This output, 
it added, requires the employ- 
ment of 750,000 federal workers 
and costs four billion dollars a 
year. In 1931, the entire Feder- 
al Government spent only $3,- 
577,000,000 

The commission recommended 
a@ government-wide paperwork 
management program that, it 
said, would save the Government 
an estimated $250,000,000 a year, 
even at the very outset. 

The program would give the 
General Services Administration 
full “responsibility for general 
supervision over all phases of 
paperwork management through- 
out the executive branch of the 
Government... .”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP) 
«—The Federal Trade Commis- 
sian yesterday rejected a request 
that it enforce state “fair trade” 
laws on price-cutting discount 
stores. . 


In the same policymaking de- 
cision—-the first time FTC has 
officiafly taken a stand on state- 
sanctioned pricing agreements— 


could “with impunity” 
the state laws where they were 
not being diligently enforced. 


FTC counselled retailers to 
compete with discount houses by 
slashing their own prices, rather 
than trying to get the FTC to 
force discount stores .to increase 
their prices. 


The decision arose from 
application to FTC by an asso-| 
ciation of retail jewelers. The) 
jewelers asked for an investiga- | 
tion of the association’s charges 
that manufacturers were dis-; 
criminating against them by 
holding them to fixed prices 
while at the same time “deliber- 
ately” allowing discount stores 
to sell the same products at

(Ivan- 
ov, meaning “son of John,” is the most common family 
name in Russia, just as Ivan is the most common Chris-

Lipless”) and Mr. Golopupenko (“Mr. Naked-Navel.”) 

Some of the Russian revolutionary leaders adopted 
pseudonyms to hide their identity. This explains how Stalin 
became “Mr. Steel,” and Vyacheslav Molotov, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, became “Mr. Hammer.” , 

If there was a “Mr. Sickle” I haven't heard of him. 
But V. I. Lenin, father of the revolution, selected almost

NE of the major problems of 

() young people is deciding 
whether or not to marry 
en the boy faces a period of 
itary training. 

The high marriage rate during 
ae of military service proves 
many young people decide in 
favor of marriage. But the high 
divorce rate that follows—we 
had the highest divorce rate in 
our history after World War II 
—indicates the question should 
have been given more serious 
thought. 

In a class discussion on this 
subject, a high school. senior 
gave his attitude: 

“I think all this rush to get 
married (and it 1s mostly among 
the girls in our class) is foolish 
as all get out. You all know 
Betts and i have been going 
steady for almost two years, so 
we know each other well enough 
all right, but I would no more 
ask her to marry mé now than 
I’d ask her to jump off a cliff. 

*How do I know how I'll feel 
after a couple years away from 
this town? And, who knows, 
maybe she'll meet someone she 
likes better while I’m gone. 
Where would that leave me? 


“People change a lot in two 
years and it’s stupid to rush into 
something you're not, absolutely 
sure of just because it seems 
exciting and glamorous to a girl 
to get married and have the fel- 
low go off to the service. . While 
you're still young, two years of 
waiting isn’t going to kill you, 
and it’s a lot better than rushing 
into a big mistake.” 

A girl in the same class, who 
feels.very differently about the 
matter, wrote: 

“You'll pardon me if I sound 
a little more practical than ro- 
mantic, but let’s face the facts. 
This is a small town and a lot 
of the fellows who go away to 
military service aren’t going to 
want to come back. 

Once they are civilians again, 
they are going to stay in bigger 
towns (I've heard plenty of them 
Say so), and that’s going to leave 
a lot of red-eyed_ spinsters 
around here. I don’t want to 
be one of them. 

“Ken and I have grown up in 
this town. We know each other 
well enough and we get along 
fine. I'm not waiting for a 
prince on a white charger to 
come along. 

“If Ken asks me to marry him 
before he leaves, I’m going to. 
And lest you think me a cruel 
and scheming person, let me 
add, I don’t think it hurts to go 
into marriage with your eyes 
wide. open to the facts.” 

It is a problem for young peo- 
ple to put aside their fun and 
happiness. Marriage followed 
by a period of prolonged separa- 
tion seriously curtails the social 
life of most young people. One 
young wife described her social 
problem to a marriage counselor 
in this ‘way: 

“John and I were only mar- 
ried for seven months before he 
was sent out of the country. He 
has been away for what seems 
like a lifetime, and I feel as 
though I were a widow or some- 
thing. 

“Although I've never accepted 
a date with another fellow, I'll 
admit it has often been a temp- 
tation. I think it would be easier 
if we had a child; then I would 
have some tie with him and 
something to keep me occupied. 
As it is, I can scarcely remem- 
ber my husband, what he looks 
like or how he acts. 

“I’m in a kind of no man’s 
land —half married, half not 
married. The husbands of the 
two couples we used to go 
around with always: invite me 
to go along with them to every- 
thing, but I generally refuse 
because | feel so much like a 
fifth wheel.” 

* -* & 


ANY young people have 
tried to meet the situation 
by becoming engaged and 
postponing marriage until after 
the young man’s military service. 
This offers several advantages. 
_Engagement provides an emo- 
tional bond almost as strong as 
that of marriage to help young 
people through ‘the period of 
separation and loneliness. Let- 
ters filled with affection and 
plans concerning their future to- 
gether help compensate for the 
home and married love they 
have not actually shared. 
If the couple drift apart emio- 


,

tionally or in interests and atti- 
tudes during their separation, it 
is much easier to break an en- 
gagement than a marriage. 


Some couples—even those who 
feel sure of their love or who 
have considered an engagement 
—decide to postpone completely 
even a tentative decision until 
after the period of separation. 
Both agree to date and to plan 
their lives as they choose with- 
out a feeling of obligation to 
the other. 

Such a decision actually puts 
their relationship to the strong- 
est possible test. If they remain 
in love and eventually marry, 
they feel sure that it is not be- 
cause of habit or a sense of ob- 
ligation but because their love 
turned out to be the “real 
thing.” 

Such a decision usually brings 
a minimum of heartbreak and 
readjustment in case the couple 
grow apart. There is no divorce 
to he obtained, no engagement to 
be ken, no explanation de- 
mandéd by friends and relatives. 


This relationship is possible 
only when both young people 
are mature in their thinking.and 
have self-confidence. It means 
that each must stand on‘ his own 
two feet and that if either loses 
interest, he cannot be blamed by 
the other. 

This relationship may offer 
little comfort to the couple in 
their loneliness, but if it proves 
to both that their love was a real 
and lasting one, their letters will 
soon reveal the fact. The bond 
between them will grow without 
the need for a ring or formal 
commitment. - - 

Whether the couple decide to 
marry, to announce their en- 
gagement, or to .declare their 
mutual independence before the 
fellow leaves for military serv- 
ice, their reasons should be 
sound. Couples should not allow 
the urgency or the excitement to 
blind their eyes to the fact that 
sound marriages always require 
compatible persons who have 
had time to get well acquainted.

HE happiest wives and hus- 

bands are those who had 

happy childhoods. A study 
of the marital lives of more than 
4000 men and women by Dr. 
Paul Popenoe (whose column 
regularly appears in the Post- 
Dispatch) and Donna Wicks 
showed that nearly half the un- 
happy wives and husbands were 
children of unhappy parents. 
Comparatively few happily mar- 
ried people came from unhappy 
homes. 

Families in which husband 
and wife are dissatisfied with 
gach other, in which there is 
gloom, pass these traits on in 
the habits of their children. 
This, in t&arn, complicates their 
children’s problem of establish- 
ing a desirable place for rearing 
their own offspring. 

It is important that the young 
person leoking forward to mar- 
riage, with the knowledge of 
these facts, train himself in hab- 
its of cheerfulness, good fellow- 
ship and fair play. This, in 
fact, is the best preparation for 
marriage. 

Studies of married life show 
that there is a relation between 
the ability to get along with 
One’s parents and brothers or 
sisters, and the ability to suc- 
ceed in marriage.

young people by Ray E. Baher. 

Evidence from divorce courts 
and marriage clinics suggests 
that where religious views are 
markedly different, religion is 
often a point of friction and a 
source of difficulty. Similarity 
of religious beliefs is a decided 
asset. 


Divorce is more than twice as 
frequent among mixed religious 
marriages as among those of 
like faith, Many such mar- 
riages, of B nieg oe do succeed. 
The proportion failing as shown 
by studies in various states, 
suggests that mixed religious 
marriages are more difficult 
than those where the couple 
has the same religion, but less 
difficult than when they have 
no religion at all. 


Education and mental ability 
have a bearing on selection of 
mates, perhaps on marriage it- 
self. Let’s consider the evi- 
dence: The more education one 
has,. the better his chances for 
successful marriage. This is true 
for both men and women. 

Studies show that wives pre- 
fer husbands superior to them- 
selves. No doubt the reason is 
that women know they have to 
depend upon a man to fix the 


level of income and social status 
of the family. 

They assume that a man with 
a higher intellect than their 
own will bring them more of the 
things they want in life than 
one with lower qualifications. 

* * * 
HAT is the effect of such 
differences on success and 
happiness in marriage? 

Research has not as yet given 
a clear answer. But it is known 
that differences in education 
have less effect on the happi- 
ness of a marriage and on the 
divorce rate than many other 
factors. 

The evidence favors the view 
that similar education is desir- 
able but that if there is a dif- 
ference it is better that the 
husband be the one with more 
education than the wife.

other diamond honor—and got 
the bad news that West had the 
diamond suit stopped. In the 
light of that fact, declarer saw 
that there was only one hope 
for the contract, and a pretty 
slim hope of that. 


South cashed the club ace, 
ruffed dummy’s low club, then 
collected his third diamond trick 
and threw West in with the dia- 
mond. West reacted precisely as 
declarer hoped; he shifted to a 
low spade, and when dummy 
played the eight; it was East’s 
turn to be charitable. Doubtless 
reflecting that he couldn't let 
dummy’s spade eight win the 
trick, whatever else portended, 
East covered with the jack. That 
put South on the home stretch. 
He won with tHe queen and 
finessed to dummy’s ten, wrap- 
ping up the slam contract. 


Two separate points stand out 
in respect to the defense. First, 
East should not have parted so 
amiably with his spade jack. 
South certainly had either the 
king or queen of spades, and 
so nothing could be gained by 
East’s covering the spade eight. 

The second point is that a 
trily competent West would nat 
have given his partner the 
chance to go wrong. It had defi- 
nitely been revealed that South 
had three spades. If he had the 
Q-J-x, nothing could save East- 
West; but if he lacked the jack, 
he obviously could be beaten. To 
protect himself, West should 
have led a club, giving South a 
ruff and discard. Then West

ON FRIDAY morning ar- 
rangements were made by the 
American Association of Uni- 
versity Women, who sponsored 
my talk, to allow me to see 
something in the afternoon of 
the remarkable work that is 
done at Oak Ridge. 

There I visited the Amer- 
ican Museum of Atomic Ener- 
gy, which is the first of its 
kind in the world. It displays 
and demonstrates the unfold- 
ing story of atomic energy, 
and is operated by the Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear 
Studies in co-operation with 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and its contractors. 

I was particularly interested 
to find that the University of 
Tennessee is conducting a 
comprehensive, farm research 
program on a 3000-acre tract. 
One phase of their program is 
a study of the breeding rec- 
ords of cattle accidentally ex- 
posed to radiation effects fol- 
lowing the test explosion of 
the first atomic bomb at Ala- 
mogordo, Ne M. on July 16, 
1945. These tests should pro- 
vide valuable data for the very 
important discussion now go- 
ing on as to the possible ef- 
fects on human beings exposed 
to Seco
